SUBJECT: US Posture Pending Implementation of UN Activities 

I am conscious of the need for the aeavy concentration 
of attention which has been accorded over the past 48 hours 
to the plans for implementing the UN activities in connection 
with Cuba. However, as a result, I think there is a good 
chance that we may inherit something of a policy void in 
relation to our posture toward Cuba during the period before 
the UN activities become operational . Harlan Cleveland has 
indicated that this could be a period extending anywhere from 
hours up into days, or even weeks. During this interim period, 
however long it lasts, we will have to decide what posture we 
take toward theJjpviets and Cuba, specifically considering 
the following: |Do we reinstigate reconnaissance flights as ft^l 
of Thursday (or'fRdeed should we consider reinstigating K • 
before Thursday)?
